Mesleg Mebbet 

Wesley Webber, Artist and Veteran of the Civil War, died 
at Wollaston, November 3, 1914, in his 75th year. He was born 
in Gardiner, Me., and served with the 16th Maine Regiment 
during the war. 

Although a man of artistic nature and bent, it was not until 
Mr. Webber became a soldier that he showed himself an artist. 
He was present at Lee’s surrender and from sketches made on 
the spot, drew a large black and white, which, when shown later 
a: the Boston Art Club, won him first public praise. 

When Lee surrendered at Appomattox he sketched the scene 
as he saw it. It was sent to Boston and lithographed there by 
T. H. Buftord & Co. He was known as the artist soldier. 

During his three years in the Army he made various war 
maps and pictures of battle scenes and sent them to Harper 
Brothers and other publishers in the North. Many of his war 
sketches are to be found in the old files of the illustrated 
weeklies. Upon being mustered out of service he opened a 
studio in Boston, on Pemberton Square, and later in New York 
City. 

Mr. Webber was better known as a marine artist. His 
paintings of old coasters and fishermen are those which brought 
him fame. He made many trips to the coast of Maine, Mount 
Desert, Grand Manan and the Bay of Fundy, besides travelling 
in Europe. His pictures have been exhibited at the Boston Art 
Club, the National Academy in New York and the Paris Salon. 

Lie was also a musician and composer and a number of his 
songs were published.
